1 . ATHENS' CONSULAR PACKAGE IS SUBMITTED HEREWITH. THE DEPARTMENT 
WILL BE PLEASED THAT THROUGH MANAGERIAL EFFICIENCIES, INTRODUCTION 
OF AVLOS, ANTICIPATED ARRIVAL OF LONG-ORDERED MEMORY TYPEWRITERS, 
USE OF P.I.T. SUMMER HELP, AND REGULAR PART-TIME OFFICER ASSISTANCE 
FROM ANOTHER SECTION WE ARE ABLE TO WITHDRAW LAST YEAR'S REQUEST 
FOR ADDITIIONAL AMERICAN AND LOCAL PERSONNEL. NEVERTHELESS THE

INTERVIEWS IS DUE TO THE ADDITION OF A HALF-TIME OFFICER FROM THE

NOTARIALS (45 PERCENT) AND ARREST CASES (53 PERCENT) WERE 
REGISTERED IN FY 1976 OVER FY 1975. AMERICAN CITIZEN TOURISTS 
TRAVELLING TO GREECE ROSE TO 493,000 IN 1976 AND AN APPROXIMATE 
10 PERCENT INCREASE IN REGISTERED RESIDENTS WAS RECORDED. AMONG 
THESE THOUSANDS OF AMERICAN CITIZENS IN GREECE AN INCREASING NUMBER 
LOSE ITEMS WHILE TRAVELLING, WHICH ARE LATER TURNED INTO THE 
EMBASSY, AND MANY OTHERS WRITE REGARDING UNDELIVERED MERCHANDISE 
PURCHASED IN GREECE. THE NUMBER OF AMERICAN CTIZENS WHO HAVE 
DIED IN OUR CONSULAR DISTRICT LEAVING THE EMBASSY TO TAKE CHARGE 
OF THEIR PERSONAL EFFECS HAS ALSO RISEN. THE FACTORS ACCOUNT FOR 
THE INCREASE IN ESTATE PROPERTY AND CLAIMS CASES. THE INCREASE 
IN ARRESTS INVOLVED 13 DRUG CASES AND 43 MISDEMEANOR CASES. THE 
INCREASE IN NOTARIAL SERVICES WAS A RESULT OF ABSENTEE BALLOTS

PASSPORT APPLICATIONS INCREASED BY 8.3 PERCENT OVER FY 1975. IT IS 
ESTMATED THAT THE DEMAND FOR PASSPORT SERVICES WILL CONTINUE 
DUE TO THE INCREASING NUMBERS OF AMERICAN CITIZENS IN GREECE. 
REGARDING FY 1976 MAN-HOURS UILIZED, ITEM 65 REFERS TO THE 
CONSULAR DUTY OFFICERS' TIME DURING NON-OFICE HOURS, HOLIDAYS, 
WEEKENDS. ITEM 66(PIT- LOCALLY HIRED) REFERS TO THE 
ONE FULL TIME AND ONE PART TIME PIT EMPLOYEES WHO WORKED 
LAST SUMMER IN THE PASSPORT UNIT. ITEM 69 REFERS TO THE 
EMBASSY RECEPTIONIST S AND LOCAL DUTY ASSISANT'S TIME 
(SEE REMARKS FOR ITEM 47 UNDER SCHEDULE VI). 

EMBASSY ALSO PREDICTS INCREASE IN PASSPORT DEMAND DUETO THE 
SIZE AND NUMBER OF THE 1977 PASSPORT PAGES AND THE DECISION BY 
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THE DEPARTMENT TO DISCONTINUE THE USE OF ADDITIONAL VISAS PAGES. 
CERTAIN OURISTS AND BUSINESSMEN TRAVELLING FREQUENTLY TO THE 
MIDDLE EAST AND AFRICA FOR EXAMLE REQUIRE A VISA FOR EACH 
ENTRY, THUS RAPIDLY FILLING THE VISA PAGES. INCREASED USE OF 
THE 48 PAGE COMMERCIAL PASSPORT MAY BE OF TEMPORARY RELIEF, BUT 
IT IS UNLIKELY THAT THIS PASSPORT WITH REDUCED SIZE PALES WILL 
SUFFICE OF THEIR TRAVEL NEEDS OVER A FIVE YEAR PERIOD. THIS 
PROBLEM MAY SIGNIFICANTLY AFFECT WORKLOAD, AS IN THE PAST THE 
EXTRA PAGES COULD BE AFFIXED BY A PI EMPLOYEE OR OURRECEPTIONIST. 
IN CALENDAR YEAR 1976, FOR EXAMPLE, WE PLACED ADDITIONAL PAGES IN 
641 PASSPORTS AND ISSUED 4490 PASSPORTS. ISSUANCE OF NEW PASSPORTS 
INSTEAD WOULD HAVE RESULTED IN AN INCREASED OF 12 PERCENT IN TOTAL 
PASSPORT ISSUANCE.

OFFICER FOR A TOTAL OF OUR IN THE LAST PACKET, WE HAVE MANAGED 
TO KEEP CURRENT WITH 3 1/2, AND THE ARRIVAL OF A IOT IN JUNE WILL 
ALLOW FLEXIBILITY TO ADD HE PART OR FULL-TIME SERVICES OF AN 
OFFICER TO THE NON-IMMIGRANT VISA SECTION DURING THE SUMMER MONTHS
